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City’s Resources Mobilized 
For Washington’s Emergency

Beneath the apparent air of tranquility lying across 
Greenbelt last weekend, a less visible stratum of activity 
pulsed to the beat of the riots that were enveloping sections of 
Washington, D. C., in the aftermath of the assassination of 
Martin Luther King. Though the riots themselves were seen 
by most Greenbelters at the safe distance of a television view, 
some local men and women were involved directly in the efforts 
to re-establish order in the gutted riot district. Foremost 
among these were members of the Greenbelt Volunteer 
Fire Dept, and Rescue Squad anti the Ladies Auxiliary; mem¬ 
bers of Company C. 1st Battalion, 115th Infantry, stationed 
at the Greenbelt National Guard Armory; and individual 
citizens who are employed by the District of Columbia as 
police officers and firemen. 

mate the power of their womens 
affiliate. Throughout the weekend 
members of the Ladies Auxiliary 
cooked and served three meals per 
day to the men on duty at the 
Fire House. In addition, since they 
were already charged with the re- 
sponsibilty this month for housing 
and operating the County’s mobile 
canteen, the Auxiliary were on 
duty from 2 to 5:30 a.m. Friday, 
serving hot food and coffee to Na¬ 
tional Guard troops on duty at 
Bowie State College. Again, for 
four hours on Saturday night, they 
fed state and county police officers 
and men of the 82nd Airborne Di¬ 
vision in the vicinty of the Mary- 
land-District line at Eastern Ave. 
and Roosevelt Ave. The canteen, 
which is usually stockpiled with 
such foods as soups, barbecues, as 
well as coffee, was pretty low on 
supplies Monday, Chief Crisman 
reported. 

Despite the extraordinary de¬ 
mands put upon the local firemen 
by the metropolitan situation, run- 
of-the-mill local emergencies drew 
their attention in about the usual 
number. They put down a fire in 
large fuel drums at the GHI main¬ 
tenance building, took several am¬ 
bulance calls, and worked with fire 
trucks and ambulances at a major 
auto accident and fire on the Park¬ 
way Saturday night. 

Police Department 
Through negotiations carried out 
by Greenbelt Police Lt. Marshall 
Zoellner, who is also president of 
the Volunteer Fire Dept, this year, 
the police agreed to send a man on 
all calls with the fire department 
during the weekend. Their major 
work, as far as the Washington 
riot was concerned, was to field 
telephone inquiries from worried 
citizens to to quell rumors. 

And rumors abounded, according 
to City Manager James K. Giese. 
The major one — which had no 
source in actuality — was a report 
that S. Klein’s department store at 
the Beltway Plaza was under a 
state of siege. City officials also 
discouraged the offer of a local 
citizen who volunteered to organ¬ 
ize a vigilante committee. 

In actual fact, Giese said, there 
were no problems in Greenbelt. 
City officials cooperated with Coun¬ 
ty emergency procedures, seeing 
that liquor stores were closed and 
that gasoline sales were restricted 
to those pumped into the fuel tanks 
of vehicles. Although city council 
met briefly on Friday night to pass 
a resolution giving the city man¬ 
ager emergency powers, he found 
no need to use them. (These emer¬ 
gency powers were granted in con¬ 
formity with recommendations 
made a long time ago by the Met¬ 
ropolitan Washington Council of 
Governments ,of which Greenbelt 
is a member.) 

National Guard 

Little formation is available on 
the deployment of the Greenbelt 
National Guard unit in the emer¬ 
gency period because all official 
information for the unit must be 
disseminated from the regimental 
headquarters in Baltimore. It is 
known, however, that Company C 
was called to duty in Washington 
Friday night and later dispersed 
On Saturday their unit was called 
in again and spent Saturday night 
in the Armory. On Sunday after¬ 
noon they were sent on duty to 
Baltimore, where new rioting had 
erupted. As of Tuesday afternoon, 
they were still on duty there. A- 
mong the unit is Gary Stenhouse, 
administrative assistant to the city 
manager. 
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CFPfi Hears Leader in County Zoning 
Fights, Elects Steering Committee 

Stressing the need for organization, guest speaker Julian 
Holmes gave the annual meeting of Citizens for a Planned 
Greenbelt (CFPG) some helpful tips Monday night on how 
to fight high-density zoning applications that run counter to 
community interest. High on his list were careful case pre¬ 
parations for zoning hearings, employment of a competent 
attorney who has worked with citizens groups, and use of wit¬ 
nesses with credentials in the fields of planning, land engin¬ 
eering, real estate, and construction. 


He stressed the value of obtain¬ 
ing traffic counts, even if done by 
local housewives, and visual aids, 
such as photographs. Other in¬ 
formation valuable at hearings, he 
said, would be data on the effect of 
additional development on sewage 
facilities, water supply, and school 
attendance. 

He also cited the need for mon¬ 
ey, which, he said, is always forth¬ 
coming once the danger is demon¬ 
strated. 

The audience listened attentive¬ 
ly, since Holmes represents a citi¬ 
zens’ association in the southern 
part of the county, which, he said, 
has won 21 out of 21 zoning fights 
in bearings before the county com¬ 
missioners. CFPG was organized 
to preserve the fundamental char¬ 
acter of Greenbelt as a low-density 
planned residential community and 
its representatives have testified 
in opposition to high-density zon¬ 
ing in Greenbelt. 

Criticism 

Holmes was critical of current 
trends in the areas of zoning and 
planning. He criticized the inclin¬ 
ation of MNCPPC staff to spend 
their time developing “private mas¬ 
ter plans” to accommodate devel¬ 
opers. He opposed the tendency 
to depart from the “wedges and 
corridor" approach to suburban de¬ 
velopment. 

Holmes took a dim view of the 
new “conditional zoning” bill pas¬ 
sed last month by the State legis¬ 
lature. He was concerned that it 
might lead to favorable treatment 
for selected developers and that 
it would be difficult to hold develo¬ 
pers to their promises under the 
law. As an alternative he prefer¬ 
red an increase in the number of 
zoning categories, as in Montgom¬ 
ery county. 

Following the talk, the members 
elected a new steering committee 
for the coming year: Martin An¬ 
derson, Elizabeth Maffay, Kather¬ 
ine Keene, William Lane, Virginia 
Moryadas, Harvey Geller, Priscilla 
Rosetti. Josephine Seay, Charles 
Schwan, George Beauchamp, Nor¬ 
man Weyel, Tom Marshall, Gordon 
Allen, Francis White, Irving Ger- 
ring, and William Barbour. There 
are still four vacancies to be filled. 

In response to audience com¬ 
ments that CFPG has not been too 
active in recent months, steering 
committee members likened CFPG 
to a fire department, whose pur¬ 
pose is to be ready when emergen¬ 
cies <i. e. zoning crises) arise. 

The next meeting of the steering 
committee will take up the follow¬ 
ing items which were not discussed 
Monday night because of the leng¬ 
thy agenda: school construction in 
Greenbelt, perimeter road. Area 13 
master plan, housing for the elder¬ 
ly, and parkland.

Slate Bills Have LiUie 
Effect on Greenbelt

What effect did the recently con¬ 
cluded Maryland legislative session 
have on Greenbelt? Except for a 
minor change in the formula for 
allocation of state funds to local 
police departments, virtually none, 
according to City Manager James 
K. Giese, The 1968 financial bill 
basically continues the provisions 
of the 1967 fiscal reform bill, he 
pointed out, with the exception 
that it establishes a permanent, 
rather than an annual, formula for 
state aid to police departments. 
The new formula allocates more 
state funds to Greenbelt’s police, 
but it requires more local expendi¬ 
tures as well. The ratio between 
state and local funds remains a- 
bout the same, Giese said. 

Two bills were passed in which 
Greenbelt had an interest, although 
neither is expected to affect this 
city. One was a somewhat contro¬ 
versial bill which establishes con¬ 
ditional zoning , The City Council 
had endorsed the idea in principal 
but took no action on the specific 
bill. According to the terms of 
this bill, the District Council, in 
making zoning decisions, could set 
certain restrictive conditions on 
land use. Within a 90-day period 
the zoning applicant could then 
accept or reject the Council's con¬ 
ditions. If he rejected the condi¬ 
tions, the change in zoning cate¬ 
gory would automatically be de¬ 
nied. 

A second bill that passed the 
state legislature establishes a 
$2,000,000 state bond issue to ? I 
sist in the purchase of open Space 
lands. The fiscal formula for such 
purchases establishes a 50% con¬ 
tribution from the federal govern¬ 
ment, 25% from the state, and 25% 
from the local community. Since 
the total figure available is rela¬ 
tively small, there is little expecta¬ 
tion that any state aid would be 
allotted to Greenbelt. 

Failure to Pass 

Two Senate bills in which Green¬ 
belt had an interest did not pass 
through the House of Delegates. 
One would have required a two- 
thirds vote of the District Council 
to override a municipality’s ree- 
ommendation in a zoning case. At 
present a simple majority is re¬ 
quired. The other bill would have 
increased for municipalities their 
share of revenues from state in¬ 
come taxes. 

At the same time, several annex¬ 
ation bills which had been opposed 
by Greenbelt also failed of passage. 
Greenbelt supported the position of 
the Maryland Municipal League, 
which calls for a complete revision 
of annexation procedures. Because 
the new state constitution, if adop¬ 
ted, will change the basis for an¬ 
nexation, the specific annexation 
bills before the 1968 legislative ses¬ 
sion were allowed to fail. 

SMITH ELECTED 

Edgar L. Smith was elected 
Democratic chairman of Green- 
belt’s sixth precinct on Monday, 
April 8. Of the 208 votes cast, 
Smith received 168 and Simon 
Pristoop 40. 

Chairmen in the third and eighth 
Greenbelt precincts elected with¬ 
out opposition were Francis White 
and Jim Hadley, respectively.

One pumper truck from the 
Greenbelt Volunteer Fire Dept., 
stripped of side equipment that 
might be stolen or damaged, was 
sent to Washington on Saturday 
night at the request of the D. C. 
Fire Chief, whose department had 
signed a mutual aid agreement 
with Greenbelt only a month be¬ 
fore. Manned by the two paid fire¬ 
men assigned to Greenbelt and by 
seven volunteers, including one of¬ 
ficer and one driver, the pumper 
was on duty for six and a half 
hours. During that time the crew 
put down four separate fires in the 
riot area. According to Chief John 
Crisman, the pumper was espec¬ 
ially equipped with hose lines larg¬ 
er than usual, following orders to 
fight the fires from the exterior 
only and to make no attempt to 
do any interior fire fighting. Dur¬ 
ing the crew’s absence 20 volun¬ 
teers remained to cover the local 
fire station. 

The notice to go to an alert came 
to the Greenbelt Fire Dept, at 4:30 
p.m. Friday. Both paid firemen, 
who normally work from 7 a.m. to 
5 p.m., Monday through Friday, 
were called for continuous duty. 
Many volunteer firemen took time 
off from their regular jobs to go 
on duty. The Department’s main 
interest was to keep all available 
men in town and subject to imme¬ 
diate call. Twenty-five men slept 
at the Firehouse on Friday—most, 
in fact, remaining until Monday 
morning. They were able to main¬ 
tain these numbers, even though 
as many as 10 to 15 volunteers had 
been called to active duty in Wash¬ 
ington in their regular employment 
as D. C. police officers or firemen, 
or in their capacity as members of 
National Guard units. 

Through the efforts of volunteer 
Paul Russo, whose son is a Boy 
Scout, the Department was able to 
make contact with local Scout of¬ 
ficials, who rounded up and loaned 
20 folded cots for use by the men. 
Chief Crisman was particularly 
emphatic in expressing the grati¬ 
tude of the Fire Department for 
this service by the Boy Scout 
troops of Greenbelt.
